Report of Trustees of Central Cemetery 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of Rye: 

By authority of a vote of the town in the last annual meet- 
ing your Trustees have purchased from Mr. Horace Locke 
approximately 1.37 acres of land and the trees thereon, pay- 
ing therefor the sum of $650.00. Proper action has been 
started to acquire from the Congregational Society title to 
approximately one acre of the so-called parsonage field. There 
is also to be acquired a small area from the heirs of the late 
Albert Walker. Because of the conditions created by the 
war, title to these additional lands was not acquired until late 
in the year and for the same reason no improvement work has 
been attempted. In spite of the incompleteness of the new 
additions five lots have already been sold. With the war at 
an end your Trustees feel that the improvement of these new 
additions can and should be carried out during 1919. 

Your Trustees have given much consideration during the 
year to the matter of perpetual care for all lots and how best to 
provide for the same. This is a vital and interesting subject 
to everyone and while, as yet, your Trustees have no definite 
plan to submit, the ‘subject is brought to your attention in 

rder that suggestions may be made and a satisfactory solu- 
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tion of the problem ultimately be worked out. At the present 
time the Board holds as Trustees eleven funds for the care and 


maintenance of individual lots.

Report of Library ‘Trustees 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of Rye: | 

The past year has been one of growth and development 
for the Library. In a material way it has been enriched by 
several gifts of books, and articles of interest and value. In 
addition to those already mentioned in the Librarian’s report, 
your Trustees have received from Mr. Ralph Marden two 
framed documents of historical interest. Even more impor- 
tant than the gifts themselves have been the interest and co- 
operation shown by the friends of the Library in many ways. 

The Mary Tuck Rand Memorial Fund has been augmented 
by a generous gift of ten dollars from the Seaside Library 
Club, and also ten dollars from-the Every Other Tuesday 
Club, and by smaller sums from members of the Every Other 
Tuesday Club, so that it -has now reached the sum of $132.10. 
The first books from this Fund will be purchased this spring. 

The success of the Poster Exhibit, held in August, was such 
that there is now a small reserve fund for unexpected needs 
that may arise. Part of this money was expended in the fram- 
ing of the original of Miss Rand’s dedicatory speech, and in 
the printing of several hundred copies of the same, so that 
this valuable reminder of the founder’s purpose is now within 
reach of all. 

The bust of Daniel Webster has been repaired and restored, 
and suitably placed on a pedestal. The two blue spruce trees 
in front of the Library have been replaced by larger ones. 

The income from the various trust funds has been in part 
expended. Up to 1918, your Trustees felt it wise to allow the 
interest to accumulate. Last year the “Harvard Classics”’ 
and the “‘Stoddard Lectures’? were purchased from the Ben- 
jamin Webster income; and this year forty books on agricul- 
tural subjects (a list selected under the direct advice of Pro- — 
fessor O’Kane, of the State College) have been purchased 
from the Disco Jenness Fund. The interest from the James 
Locke Fund is still untouched, but will be drawn upon the 
coming year, 
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As suggested in the last report, the Library has now grown 
to such a size that a complete and up-to-date cataloguing 
system must be installed, if the townspeople are to receive 
efficient service along reference lines. The generous gift of 
a filmg cabinet from Mr. Decatur Parsons, of New York City, 
is the first step to this end. It is a task necessitating the ser- 
vices of a professional cataloguer for a period of time. The 
estimated cost of this, together with necessary increased ad- 
ministrative expenses which the Board of Trustees is facing 
for the coming year, makes it advisable that the town should 
appropriate more money for library purposes for 1919.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
To the Citizens of Rye: 


Our District Superintendent, Mr. Carl Cotton, having re- 
signed at the end of the school year to accept a position at 
West Springfield, Mass., we elected at our district meeting 
Mr. C. H. Walker for the ensuing year. Although a new 
man in our district and haying a serious setback at the first 
of the school year when we were obliged to close our schools, 
due to the epidemic, he is working faithfully with the teachers, 
and, although owing to the resignation of three of our last 
year’s teachers, we were obliged to make changes in our teach- 
ing force at the beginning of the school year, both Superin- 
tendent and teachers have taken up the work and become 
familiar with the pupils and are managing the schools very 
successfully. 

We were very fortunate to retain the services of Miss 
Jane Newton, at the Junior High School; Miss Pearl Bout- 
well, at the South, and Miss Esther Baker, at the West, and 
we secured Miss Hazel Cobb, as assistant to Miss Newton; 
Miss Edith Clough, at the Wedgewood Primary, and Miss 
Manela Smith, at the East School; Mr. Ernest P. Bilbruck, 
as Music Teacher. 

We find at the present time that our schools are in a very 
satisfactory condition, the teachers interested in their work, 
and the pupils making good progress. 

We have paid the last note due on the addition to the Wedge- 
wood Schoolhouse, and also purchased an addition to the play- 
ground at the back of the Wedgewood School lot, containing 
about one acre, and had the same walled in, making a good play- 
ground at.the back and away from the road. 

Our financial year ends August 31, 1918. We will give the 
financial report from February 1 to August 31, 1918. A care-

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Mr Chairman and Members of the School Board of Rye: 


‘I have the pleasure to submit my first annual report of the 
condition of the schools of Rye. 

Since assuming the office of Superintendent of this dis- 
trict, | have devoted, as nearly as possible, about six twenty- 
seconds of my time to the schools of Rye. I have attended two 
conferences for superintendents of the state, one at Keene for 
the week beginning August 20th, and one at Concord in 
October. I have held one general teachers’ meeting with all 
teachers of the district and one special meeting with the 
teachers of Rye. I have not been able to hold as many meet- 
ings with the teachers as I would have liked, due to the fact 
that the work has been so broken up, on account of several 
sleges of the influenza epidemic. I have had many private 
conferences with the teachers, when I have given assistance, 
suggestions and directions regarding school management and 
methods of instruction. | 

You have been very fortunate in having an excellent corps 
of teachers, who were familiar with their schools and the work 
of the same, with few exceptions, viz.: Miss Manella V. 
Smith at the East School, Miss Edyth Clough at the Center 
Primary and Miss Hazel Cobb as assistant in the Junior High. 
The latter, although new teachers in our schools, have taken 
up their work with a vim and are teaching and managing their 
schools successfully. All our teachers are working faithfully 
and getting good results. Their scholarship is excellent and 
their understanding and practice of the most recent investi- 
gations of correct pedagogical practice is especially good. 
They have taken kindly any criticisms or suggestions I have 
offered and there is a fine spirit of co-operation among them. 

The work in all the schools has been much broken into and 
slowed up, due to the epidemic, and it seems doubtful to me, 
since we have lost so many weeks, whether we can make them 
all up, and therefore accomplish all the required work of the 
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State Program, without, at least, keeping later than usual im 
the spring term. I know the teachers are all endeavoring to 
the best of their ability to cover all the necessary work, but it 
will not pay to do the work so hurriedly as not to do it thor-- 
oughly. 

During the months of December and January, we have 
been giving standard tests to all the pupils in the district, in 
the fundamental subjects, reading, writing, spelling, com- 
position and arithmetic, beginning with the fourth grade 
pupils. These tests and the method of administering and scor-- 
ing of them have been practically the same or similar to tests 
which have been given in previous years and which I have 
found your former superintendent explained somewhat in 
detail, in his report of two years ago, so I will not use any 
space at this time to describe the same. I have not been able 
to get the records in full and tabulate the results of these tests 
as yet; besides, I have not been able to find the records of 
such tests for the last few years, so have no former results to 
compare them with. However, the results of these tests will 
be preserved, and I plan to conduct similar tests next spring’ 
term, and we shall thus “‘hang up” tentative standards, which 
we shall expect our pupils and teachers to attain to or to excel. 

I believe the new program for our Junior High School, which 
the board adopted last summer and which received the 
approval of the State Superintendent, is working out well. 
This program calls for concrete work in several fields of 
knowledge, because it is believed that the development of the 
child in this period does not respond readily to drill and 
abstraction. The subjects are inspirational, instructive and 
experimental, in fact, most of the subjects of the Junior High 
School may be said to be there largely for explorational pur- 
poses. The boy or girl at this time of life little knows what 
vocation or profession he may later wish to follow, so we 
believe in bringing him in touch with many fields of knowl- 
edge, such as Mathematics, History, Foreign Language, 
Science, and the Domestic and Practical Arts; and by sa 
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‘doing he frequently finds where his real interests lie, i.e., he 
-sort of finds himself. 

The organization of our schools in Rye is excellent and our 
buildings are better for school purposes than those to be 
found in most towns under similar conditions, in fact, I believe 
we have here one of the best, if not the best rural- school 
‘system in New England. However, our system is not per- 
fect, but may be improved in some minor details. For in- 
stance, most of our blackboards are of plaster, wood or fibre, 
and quite readily become glazed, thus causing much: eye 
strain to teachers and pupils. These should gradually be 
replaced by slate boards. 

At both the West and the South schools the light is oppo- 
site and insufficient, whereas it should, preferably, be all from 
the left of the pupils or from the left and rear. The best 
authorities say that we should have one foot of light for every 
four feet. of floor space. These defects in lighting could be 
remedied at very little expense by cutting in windows on the 
proper side and using those which are now on the right of the 
pupils. The seats at the South School would have to be 
reversed, however. 

Another thing which has been suggested and discussed at 
some length at the meetings of the Parent-Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation is the installing of electric lights in the building at the 
‘Center. This is surely the proper thing to do, but not only in 
the Center School, but in all the others as well, just as soon as 
it seems feasible to the Board. Teachers and pupils all suffer 
from much eye strain due to poor light, particularly during 
perhaps the last half hour or hour in the afternoon in the late 
fall and early winter. We recommend that the Board take 
the proper measures to bring this matter before the voters at 
the next district meeting, as it would require a special appro- 
priation. 

Now, that we have the first four years of Junior High 
approved and well organized, it is a question to my mind if 
we should not continue the organization into the last two 
years’ work or the work of the Senior High. This could be 
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done at no very great expense and the saving in tuition, which 
is now paid for the last two years of our pupils in Portsmouth 
High, would in a very few years more than offset any addi- 
tional cost at this time. To add the last two years, we would 
have to finish off another room upstairs for a recitation room 
and for laboratory work in the Sciences and also employ a 
third teacher, as the present corps of two teachers are teach- 
ing just as many classes a day as it is possible for them to. I 
suppose it will be necessary to provide the laboratory facili- 
ties needed for teaching Physics another year, any way, as the 
State Superintendent in a letter to me last fall told me he 
would not be able to approve the tenth grade another year, 
unless we had made provision to teach Physics. 

One thing, which I believe might tend to hold a great many 
boys in school longer and build up our High School is the in- 
troduction of a full four years’ course in Agriculture. With all 
the rich farms about Rye, it would seem to me that this would 
be an ideal place for a first class Agricultural High School, in 
order to educate our boys back to the farm instead of away to 
the city, as has been done so much everywhere in past years. 
Now that the World War is over, during the period of recon- 
struction, scientific farming is sure to be one of the most 
important vocations of many of the boys of our land. Many 
of the professions and trades are overcrowded, but the young 
man, scientifically trained for successful farming, has a won- 
derful opportunity for a happy, healthful, prosperous life. 
The world must be fed and some of us must till the soil or 
none can prosper. 

As to the course in Agriculture, the Federal Government 
has recently come to the aid of the States by the passage of 
the Smith-Hughes Act, which appropriates federal money to 
be apportioned to the States on the basis of population, to be 
expended through the public schools for the purpose of afford- 
ing the youth of our land opportunity for education in agricul- 
ture, home economics and in trades and industries. By this 
means we could get additional State Aid up to possibly about 
$500 for instruction in Agriculture. The man engaged for this 
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work could well act as principal, teaching all the Sciences and 
some of the Mathematics. If there is a demand for such 
a course in our community, I believe we should consider it. 

I suggest that the Board, if anything, increase their recom- 
mendations for appropriations, since nearly everything, sup- 
plies, fuel, wages, etc., is on the increase. There is, especially, 
a very severe teacher shortage, the greater demand tending to 
increase wages materially. The opinion of educators every- 
where is that the present is no time to retrench, but rather 
the schools, the keystone to sound American citizenship, 
should be kept at the highest point of efficiency possible. 

Mr. Ernest P. Bilbruck, whom we engaged as Supervisor of 
Music last November, is getting excellent results and all the 
teachers report that the pupils have taken renewed interest in 
Music. For further information regarding the work in Music, 
I refer you to his report, which I have appended and made a 
part of this report. If we cannot afford at this time to pur-- 
chase a good second hand piano for the Junior High School, I 
recommend that we hire one for a time as Mr. Bilbruck sug- 
gests, as one is much needed in that school for chorus work. 

We have collected some school statistics for 1917-1918 as a 
part of this report, from a study of which you will see your per 
cent. of attendance for last year decreased by 4.78 and the 
number of cases of tardiness increased from 90 to 106. This is 
a creditable record when we consider the exceedingly severe 
winter we experienced last year. Most of the towns of this 
district fell down quite badly in this respect last year. Of 
course, our attendance this year has been lowered somewhat, 
due to the prevailing influenza epidemic; however, to date, 
it has been nearly as high as the average for last year. The 
attendance problem is one of our big problems and one of 
great injury to the best work of the schools. We appeal to the 
parents for their co-operation, in order that we may have 
better attendance and even less tardiness in the future. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my gratitude to all the 
teachers for their loyalty and co-operation in trying to make 
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our schools what they ought to be, and to you, the Members 
of the School Board, for your support and advice.

Mr. C. H. Walker, Superintendent of Schools, Rye, N. H.: 


Dear Sir.—Music in the public schools is classed next to the 
three R’s by many of the leading educational men of the day. 

As a means of brightening and upholding an interest in 
school life it has no equal, if properly presented and used in a 
judicious manner. 

The aim of school music is not to turn out professional 
musicians, although some of the children become such, but to 
create and stimulate an interest and love for music which will 
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carry over into the home and community life after the school 
days are over. 

To the end of school days the child should be taught to use 
the voice in a light pleasing manner. To learn to distinguish 
different kinds of songs. ‘To interpret the words as well as 
music intelligently. To gain a knowledge of the major and 
minor scales and their different positions on the staff. 

Also to become familiar with the many tonal and rhythm 
combinations and the characters which make up a musical 
vocabulary, all of which leads to a better understanding and 
appreciation of the songs we all love to sing, home, patriotic, 
and the songs by the great masters. 

The work in the primary grades for the preceding months 
has been all rote work. Rote songs from any reliable source 
have been used. These songs are of a suitable range to fit the 
tender childish voice of this age. Simple vocal drills with loo, 
la, lay, ete., to develop a light flute like quality. Scale work 
from imitation and direction. 

The four elementary grades (4-6) have taken up vocal drills, 
tonal dictation (ear-training) and rhythm of one and two equal 
tones with a beat. Also the dotted beat note. A few rote 
songs, and songs and exercises from the books. 

In regard to the Junior High School, the work has proved 
very interesting. Each voice has been tested and classified. 
A start has been made in three part work, soprano, alto and 
bass. The material is rather limited, and the need of a piano 
is very evident. At present an organ of limited volume is 
serving as accompaniment. It is planned to have some of the 
pupils who are studying piano take turns as an accompanist, 
thereby gaining actual experience in that line of instrumental 
work. <A school orchestra will be organized later, as a number 
of pupils are interested in instrumental music. 

In closing I wish to thank the Superintendent and teachers 
for their splendid co-operation, and when the school year 
closes I sincerely hope the results will be satisfactory to all.
